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SALT IIAI^E CITY (UPI) — In- 
terview 7,000 people.

Those arc amOHg stcps University 
of Utih scientists will take in an elfort 
to determine if atom bomb tests 30 
years ago are now killing Americans 
with cancer. 

They will also try to reconstruct 
milk delivery patterns of thei950s and 
track down thousands of people who 
lived In the path of radioactive fallout 
from the open-air blasts at the 
Nevada test site. 

University officials outlined how. 
they would proceed with new studies 
prompted hy the discovery a^^-yeinrs 
-a^ Ihi^childrcn In soulhern Utah-

7,000 people involved In the IfiGOs tests 
and re-examine them.

A third group of researchers will 
attempt to reconstruct fallbilt* pat- 
terns that swept across the West and 
■ determine how much radiation fell on 
given aroas and much rodloactlvc

covered grass. 

"We arc going to. have , to re- 
construct the milk delivery patterns 
of the 1950s." said Dr. Ed Wren, 
director of Ihc division of radiology. 

The scientists will also take core 
sampled from bricks in buildings in 
" the'rc^ohrLocttcd ih~quartz coastals 



in the bricks is a record of radiation 
levels, said Wren. 

"We have found that when bricks 
arc fired In a kiln, quartz particles in 
them are sent back to zero on tbe

thcn begin to build up a new record of 
radiation. . .- 

The researchers will concentrate at 
first on taking core samples fnmi 
public buildings in cities througboOt . 
the states. Butthcy_wlll also asksorae.^ 
people to let them take samples fom 
privatchomcs. • ■■ 

Mays said the studies won't be able 
to conclusively prove that an Indlvifl- 
ual case of cancer was caused liy 
fallout exposure. But the studies " 
show whetiicr or not there Is a higher 
chance of cancer among people vSt^ 
"wcrcexposed. ,

R started the week bef6re,'wiUi Ihal'louchlest ol 
polKIeal issues, Social Seoirlty. But by Friday, it 
had embraced student loans, housing and the whole 
budget issuei Evcrywhere, the adminisi ration was 
losing. 

A week ago, the Senate Budget Committee 
reported out a proposed budget. It called for 
savings in the Social Security system of $40 billion. 
It didn't specify whether this money would come " 
from cuts inbenefitsorhlghertaxes. Reagan , 
accepted the plah.'ThcDemoerats pounced. - 
^ Senate Minority Leader Robert C. Byrd, 
D-W. Va., said the Republicans were paying for 
vtheirfoolisfatax-eutplanby''mortgaglngthe ' -

Sen. Daniel P. Moynlhan, D-N.Y., grabbed the 
nearest vehicle at hand, the defense' authorization 
bill then on the floor, to attach an amendment 
saying Congress should do nothing about Social 
Security until the National Commission on Social 
Security Reform, appointed last December, flies its 
rtiport — Just after this year's elections.
